We  shall, 
however,  not  attempt  to  prove  or 
demonstrate  It  here  but  will  give 
It  out  that  no  man  can  consistent- 
ly deny,  or  satisfactorily  dispose 
of  it,  until  he  has  exhausted  Its 
poss'bllltles  by  the  utmost  learned 
and  painstaking  analysis.  The 
proposition  Is  this:  While  the 
Lord  God  made  all  flesh  .(man,  as 
men  and  womon)  jot  dust  and  prob- 
ably the  same  kind  of  dust,he-also 
■hade  them  to  differ.  That  dif- 
ference begins  and  exists  in  the 
proportion  of  the  “elemental”  or 
original  prfnclples  as  to  the  sexes,
